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Gtifttral BalM for Comnuuid. 

Ths commanding general gives the general com- 
mands, which are repeated clearly, and with great 
rapidity, by the colonels, unless orders to the contrary 
have been given. 

After having repeated the general commands, the 
eolonels will command and cause to be executed im- 
mediately, without waiting for each other, the pre- 
paratory movements which ought to precede, in their 
battalion, the execution of the general movement. 

The general always gives the command which de- 
termines the execution of the general movement. 

Whenever the wind or the din of arms would pre- 
Tent the commands from being easily heard from one 
battalion to another, the lieutenant-colonels and ma- 
jors will repeat the general commands. 

In case a colonel has not heard the general com- 
mand, but shall see the next battalion executing a 
movement, he will immediately execute the same 
movement with his battalion. 

When the line is to execute a central movement, the 
general will repair to the point which he shall choose 
as centre of the movement, and give or send to the 
colonel of each of the next battalions on the right and 
left, the order relative to the movement which each 
portion of the line has to execute. 

In column, the repetition of commands will be ex- 
tended according to the same principles. 



10 KYOLUTIONS OF THI LINE. 

9Mts of the Otneral-in-Chief, the Oeneralf of DiTiaions 

and of Brigadee* 

The general eommanding has no fixed place with re- 
ference to the line of battle. He goes where his pre- 
sence is needed. 

In column, his habitual post is at its head. 

In the etolutidns he takes the -best place for direct- 
ing the moTement. 

Wheneyer the general finds it necessary to leaye 
the spot where he might be' expected to be, he will 
leave a portion of his staff to represent him. 

Generals of division (major-generals) take post 
seyenty paces in rear of the centre of their diyisioii, 
when in line; and thirty or forty paces opposite the 
centre and on the directing flank when in eolumti. 

Generals of brigade (brigadier-generals) take po6i 
forty paces in rear of the centre of their brigades, wKem 
in line; and twenty paces opposite the centre of their 
brigades on the directing flank, when in column. 

Posts of Pield Offieeri and Begimental Staff. 

The field officers, colonel, lieutenant-colonel, and 
major, are supposed to be mounted, and on active ser* 
vice should be on horseback. The adjutant, when the 
battalion is manoeuvring, will be on foot. 

The colonel will take post thirty paces in rear of 
the file-closers, and opposite the centre of the bat* 
talion. This distance will be reduced whenever there 
is a reduction in the front of the battalion. 

The lieutenant-colonel and the mojor will be oppo- 
site the centres of the right and left wings respect* 
ively, and twelve paces in rear of the file-closers. 

The adjutant and sergeant-major will be opposite 
the right and left of the battalion, respectively, and 
eight paces in rear of the filo-closers. 

The adjutant and sergeant-major wiU aid the lien- 
tenant-colonel and mi^or, respectively, in themaneea- 
vres.

If all Um 
field officers be absent, the senior captain will oei»> 
mand the battalion ; bnt if either be present, he will 
not call the senicr captain to act as field officer, ezoept 
in case of evident necessity. 

The quartermaster, surgeon, and other staff offioeM, 
in one rank, on the left of the colonel,. and three paeei 
in his rear. 

The quartermaster sergeant, on a line with the 
front rank of the field music, and two paces on the 
light. 

Posts of Yield Xnsic and Band. 

The buglers will be drawn up in four ranks, and 
posted twelye paces in rear of the file-closers, the leUt 
opposite the centre of the left centre company. The 
senior principal tnusician will be two paces in front of 
the field music, and the other, two paces in the rear. 

The regimental band, if there be one, will be drawn 
up in two or four ranks, according to its numbers, 
and posted five paces in rear of the field music, haying 
one of the. principal muaicians at its head. 

Color-Gnard. 

In each battalion the color-guard will be composed 
ef eight corporals, and posted on the left of the right 
centre company, of which company, for the time being, 
the guard will make a part. 

The front rank will be composed of a sergeant, to 
be selected by the colonel, who will be called, for the 
time, color-bearer^ with the two ranking corporals, 
respectiyely, on his right and left ; the rear rank will 
be composed of the three corporals next in rank ; and 
the three remaining corporals will be posted in their 
rear, and on the line of file-closers. The left guide 
of the color-company, when these three last-named 
corporals are in the rank of file-closers, will be imme- 
diately on their left. 
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In batUlians with less than five cem]^Miies pveseat 
tkere will be no color-guard, and no display of oolors, 
•xoept it may be at reviews. 

The corporals for the color-gnard will be selected 
from those most distinguished for regularity and pre- 
cision, as well in their positions under arms as in 
their marching. The latter advantage, and a just 
carriage of the person, are to be more partieulariy 
sought for in the selection of the color-bearer. 

General Chiidei. 

There will be two general guides in each battalion, 
selected, for the time, by the colonel, from among the 
sergeants (other than first sergeants) the most distin- 
guished for carriage under arms, and accuracy in 
marching. 

These sergeants will be respectively denominated, 

in the manoeuvres, right general guide, and left general 

gutdCf and be posted in the line of file-closers; the 

. first in rear of the right and the second in rear of th« 

left flank of the battalion. 

M^jor-generals and brigadier-generals will super- 
intend all movements in their respective commands, 
and to this end will place themselves, during the evo- 
lutions, where their presence is most needed within 
the extent of their divisions or brigades.

All the battalions which ^nd themselves forward of 
the right of this new second line, traced by the markers, 
break by company to the left, change direction to the 
right, and march along the line until the right of the 
third battalion is opposite the corresponding battalion 
of the first line.

In all these movements, when there are aidesnle- 
eamp, they are charged with prolonging the lines. 
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and marking the point where each battalion is to 
arrive; if there are no aides, the lieutenant-colonels 
detach themselves upon the line at least one kttndred 
paces in advance. 

If it be desired to throw the right wing forward, 
the officer charged with determining the second line 
will conform to the directions already given, p. 102.

Obliqne ebangef of front upon two lines. (Fig. 23.) 

All the principles already explained, for the changes 
of front perpendicularly on two lines, are applicable 
to oblique changes of front ; the only other olfference 
is in the manner of determining these lines. ■ 

The general, placing himself at the right of the bat- 
talion which he has chosen, assumes a distant point 
on the field, and directs the lieutenant-colonel of that 
battalion to march fifty paces along the front and 
toward the left of the battalion ; after which he will 
turn to the right and march perpendicularly forward, 
counting his steps ; he is halted by the general as soon 
as he comes upon the direction which he has chosen. 

The general will then place three markers, one hun- 
dred paces apart, upon this new line ; the lieutenant- 
colonel retires, — what he has done only serving to mea- 
sure the opening of the angle to guide the movement 
of the second line. 

For this second line, an officer designated marches 
two hundred paces, for example, along from the right of 
the first, and places a first marker. A, (Fig. 23 [1],). 
end then proceeds fifty paces farther. He then turns 
to the right, and marches perpendicularly forward the 
same number of paces as were taken by the lieutenant- 
colonel for the first line, and then halts. 

The general commanding the second line, placing 
himself at the right, that is, near the marker A, esta- 
blishes at one hundred paces distant and apart two 
other markers, 6 and C, upon the line, who, starting 
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from the right, pass th« spot Biftrk«d by the Iten* 
tenant-colonel nrho measured the angle; it is evi- 
dent that, by this process, the two lines are parallel. 
This applies to the movements which take place upon 
the two wings, as well as on a centre battalion. 

In the oblique changes of front to the rear, the same 
principles are observed ; the lieutenant-colonel marches 
perpendicularly to the rear, instead of to the front, to 
measure the angle, with the difference that whereas 
he must march ttoo hundred and fifty paces along the 
front, for the second line, he marches from the opposite 
side, that is, he turns his back upon the right of the 
battalion.
